REPORT. 


Fellow Citizens: 


The question you most naturally will put to us, in 
our report, is the one we are constantly asking our- 
selves. Do the educators of our youth understand and 
appreciate the work committed to their trust, and is it 
wisely and faithfully direeted toward securing the best 
results? Bearing this in mind, we have several times 
during the year asked the older pupils in our schools to 
give us a brief definition of education in writing and, 
correcting their somewhat imperfect apprehension of 
it, sought to impress upon them the thought that in its 
truest sense it not merely stores the mind with useful 
knowledge, but improves, strengthens and develops all 
our powers, both physical and mental. And for what ? 
That we may be growing in all the essential elements 
of a true and noble character, becoming better boys and 
girls, better men and women, happier and more useful, 
not merely fora brief earthly life, but for an eternal 
existence, the most glorious gift of the Divine Father. 

First, considering that ‘‘as the twig is bent the tree 
is inclined,” we have put forth some effort during the 
year in the way of stimulating and encouraging good 
habits. Habits of neatness, tidiness and good order. 
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are especially pleasant and attractive to older per- 
sons when seen—all too rarely—in the young. We 
have therefore bestowed upon each of our schools, in 
the order of their excellence, two prizes each term in 
the shape of valuable books of reference, to be owned 
by the schools as desk books. The ‘‘Child’s Book of 
Nature” and ‘‘ Brown’s Manual of Commerce” are the 
most valuable of the prizes given in this way, though 
one or two other books have been placed on our desks 
in order to interest and please as well as instruct. 

Second, we have considered that, as ‘‘new times 
demand new measures and new men,” our pupils must 
be thoroughly educated to successfully meet the prob- 
lems and difficulties and bear the arduous and severely ~ 
exacting labors and duties of the present age. In cer- 
tain directions this is especially true. 

Our pupils must be educated in habits of thrift and 
economy, in the employment of time, in the husbanding 
of their strength, in the use and value of money, that 
these must not be spent thoughtlessly in present gratif- 
cation, but as far as possible economized and saved 
with a wise regard to the growing needs and exigencies 
of adult life and old age. 

Thrift and economy in pecuniary matters are at the 
present time preeminently important and valuable in 
our rural community. The luxurious habits of city life, 
that men of large means in such places can easily and 
safely adopt, are very attractive to them. ‘To wish for 
similar good things, before our limited means will 
warrant the purchase of them, is in the air, and it is 
hard for the youthful mind to resist the temptation. 
Let us then, as parents and teachers, be ever watchful 
and on the alert to correct and remove every evil ten- 
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dency and instil into their impressible minds the impor- 
tance of saving, patiently waiting and biding their time 
till these courted objects can be wisely and safely 
obtained. 

In this connection it is also especially important 
that our pupils be instructed in the best way of retaining 
the avails of their industry. To thisend Book-keeping 
has been introduced quite extensively into our schools 
during this winter term and many of our pupils, partic- 
ularly in District Nos. 1 and 11, have taken hold of the 
study with much enthusiasm and done excellently good 
work in it. 

Study of Physiology and Hygiene, with special 
reference to the injurious effects of alcoholic drinks 
upon the human system, has become by state law one 
of the important branches .to be taught in our common 
schools. Nothifig can be more important than a careful 
attention to and study of the laws of health, not merely 
as avoiding that which is harmful, but also in fostering 
virtuous and healthful habits of thought and feeling. 
If our minds are disciplined into habits of clear and 
accurate thought, it will be the growth of patient and 
well directed effort from early life, to strengthen the 
nerves and improve and keep good our physical vigor, 
as well as amass stores of knowledge, otherwise these 
will come to be of little value to us. 

The varied, complex and multiform inventions of 
the present age, facilitating labor and the transmission 
of thought and merchandise with ease and rapidity, 
also involve, in their management, increasing strength» 
and reliability of thought and nerve, otherwise these 
helpful inventions will become often baneful and des- 
tructive to property and to human life. 
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Friends and patrons. In our work as members of — 
the school board we have been singularly harmonious, 
sympathetic and cooperative in aim and methods. With 
Mr. Shattuck, the retiring member, as chairman, Dr. 
Jones secretary and Mr. Preston treasurer; with our 
ten'schools in three departments, specially under the care 
and supervision of one of us, though a general over- 
sight of the schools belonged to all alike, and with a 
meeting of the teachers and school -board the Tuesday 
evening before the closing week of each term, we have 
had the burdens and duties of our work divided among 
us about equally and some opportunity and scope given 
for intellectual and social improvement among our 
teachers, as well as a methodical arrangement for our 
examinations. 

Ten schools have been kept during the first two 
terms of the year, Dist. No. 6 entering the list for the 
first time of those having a sufficient number of scholars 
to .warrant the establishment of a school, though drop- 
ping out again the last term by removals. ‘here have © 
been seventeen different persons employed as teachers 
during the year, all of whom have served us in a highly 
creditable manner. The experienced teachers of our 
own town have their best recommendation in the num- 
ber of terms that their services have been sought, and 
the marked esteem and respect shown them by both 
pupils and parents. None of our teachers should feel 
that they have not done excellently well because special 
mention is not made of their work in this report. 

; Of our new teachers, Miss Wanamaker, teacher 
of No. 8 this winter, is to be highly commended that 
in her first experience, coming to us from a suburb of 
Boston, she not only manifested no spirit of lonesome- 
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ness, but betook herself so vigorously and _ efficiently 
to her work as to seemingly forget her surroundings 
in zealous labor for her pupils, winning their highest 
esteem and that of their parents. Nor was the spiritual 
welfare of the pupils fergotten, establishing for them, 
during the term, a little Sabbath school, which was 
kindly remembered by her church at home in a gift to 
them of books and bibles. | 

Miss Brooks also, coming from the same community, 
“not only brought to her work in No. 5 a highly gifted 
and well stored ,mind, but the most approved methods 
of instruction, according to modern views of teaching. 
We regret that she had not a larger number of pupils, 
to give ampler scope for the exercise of her gifts and 
resources as a teacher. 

Mr. Parker who taught No. 4 this winter, a young 
man of fine scholarship, pleasant address and excellent 
character, somewhat lacking perhaps in a winsome tact 
and power of adapting himself to the feelings of his 
pupils, occasioned, as we think, some withdrawals, to 
their own great loss and the injury of the school. 

How slow we are to learn that we must often put 
up with a little unpleasantness in the present for a larger 
benefit in the future. So, from various causes, the 
number of pupils in our schools have in some cases 
been lamentably small. Nos. 1 and 4 suffered greatly 
from the whooping cough during the autumn term. 
‘‘La Grippe” seized upon many of our little folks and 
kept them for a time from the school room. It is to be 
regretted that most of our schools are so small, as num- 
bers create enthusiasm in both teachers and scholars, 
giving a larger encouragement and fuller scope for the 
exercise of their powers. The new state law allowing 
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the purchase of text books at the expense of the town 
has involved some changes and increased the duties of 
the school board for this year at least. Under it we 
have introduced Harper’s Readers, Messerry’s Book- 
keeping, the Eclectic Histories of the U. 8S. and 
Goodrich’s History. Five new globes have been pur- 
chased and four new Webster’s Dictionaries, so that 
each school has now a good globe and dictionary. We 
have also purchased a new desk for*Nos. 3 and 8. 

In favor of free text books it is claimed: (@)That 
their cost will be less than by any other method. 
(6)That it will make the attendence of pupils more 
prompt and regular. (c)That it will make the schools 
free indeed, supplying alike the children of the rich and 
poor. (d@)That it will teach them the responsibility and 
care of property as well as enable them to gain a better 
education. (e¢)That it has been thoroughly tested, 
having been in practical use in Philadelphia for seventy 
years and in New York City for forty years, Massachu- 
setts also and several of the other states having already 
adopted or tried it as well as our own state. The — 
school house in Mill Village, No. 5, is sadly in need of 
repairs and No. 1 needs a new coating of paint on the 
outside. We recommend an appropriation by the town 
for these purposes.
